Vic tim s of F re n ch Submarine In H o r 


rible Condition. 


Blzerta, Tunis, Oct. 29.—Six bodies 
of the crew of the French submarine 
boat butin have been 
removed from 
the vessel. 
T he butin sank off this 
port on Oct. 16 with fourteen men and 
two officers on board. 
Tin- bodies of 
Lieutenant Fepoux 
and four men 
were found 
clustered 
amidships, six bodies were found in 
the stern and 
the remainder 
in tho 
bow. 
All were iii a horrible condition 
owing to the action of acids. The only 
means of identification was by means 
of objects found on the corpses. Most 
of the men were barefooted. 
The in­ 
dications 
are that 
they met 
their 
death instantly. 
The opinion prevails that tho Butin 
tried to come to the surface too rapid­ 
ly and 
that, her stern 
consequently 
struck on the 
bottom. 
This caused 
rivets to start and plates to burst. Six 
leaks were found in the hull. 


F O U N D IN D R E S S S U I T C A S E . 


Atlantic City. N. J., Oct. 29.—By tho 
wrecking 
of 
a three-coach 
electric 
train on the 
W est Jersey 
and Sea­ 
shore railroad 
in Hie 
afternoon at 
least fifty passengers 
perished, and 
the list may reach the total of seventy- 
five when all is known. 
While crossing over a drawbridge, 
spanning the waterway known as “The 
Thoroughfare,” 
which separates 
At­ 
lantic City 
from the mainland, 
the 
train left the track.and plunged into 
the water. 
The passengers in the first 
two coaches with one or two excep­ 
tions were drowned. 
Up to midnight twenty-five bodies 
had been recovered and it is believed 
that at least twenty-five and possible 
fifty more bodies still are In the sub­ 
merged coaches. 
The d is a ste r , the 
worst that has 
happened since the 
terrible Meadow 
wreck of July 30, 1*96, 
occurred at 
2:30 
p. in. 
The 
train, made 
up of 
Three heavy vest ibuled electric coaches, 
which left Camden at I: I f» p. nu, car­ 
ried at least eighty-eight passengers 
and that number of tickets are held 
by the conductor. 
That official is un­ 
certain. however, just how many pas­ 
sengers were on the train, and until 
all the bodies have been taken out of 
the submerged coaches it will not be 
possible to give the true figures of the 
dead.

The cause of the wreck has not been 
established.

"That the wheels of the train had hit 
the

terrific 
force was shown by the bat turned con­ 
dition of the rails, which, however, is 
at variance with the stat em at made 
by the bridge 
tender. 
According to 
Mr. Atterbury, tho bridge tender told 
him that 
the bridge had 
just been 
closed and flint he had gone to either 
end of the draw to remove the danger 
hags which 
had been 
placed there 
when 
the 
bridge 
was about to be 
opened. 
Tile bridge man told Mr. At­ 
terbury 
lie was positive 
the tracks 
were perfectly 
locked. 
My own in­ 
vestigation 
shows this not 
to have 
been the case. 
My attention has been 
called to the fact that there are no 
guard rails of any kind on the bridge. 
Had there been they might have pre­ 
vented the train plunging into T hor­ 
oughfare even if they had jumped the 
tracks. 
I will find out if the law re­ 
quires protection of this kind. 
I will 
not be in a hurry with the investiga­ 
tion as I want to get all possible in­ 
formation. 
It 
is impossible 
at this 
time to ascertain how 
many persons 
lost their lives, but from w hat I am 
told I fear the number will be in the 
neighborhood of seventy-five.”

Embalmed B o d y of a Baby Furnisher 


a M ystery. 


Philadelphia, Oct.. 29.—The finding 
of the embalmed body of a six-months’ 
old baby in a dress suit case at the 
Adams Express company office in this 
city has furnished 
a mystery which 
the authorities are trying to solve with 
the aid of Newark, N. J., officials. The 
dress suit case was found by inspec­ 
tors who were going over unclaimed 
articles preparatory 
to having 
them 
sold within a few days. 
The records of the 
express office 
show that the 
case has been 
iii the 
possession 
of the express 
company 
since July I and that it xvas received 
from Newark, N. J. 
It was addressed 
to 
M. Jones, 
No. 
1879 
Bainbridge 
street, 
Philadelphia, 
which number 
the police 
say does not 
exist. 
The 
bag was sent from the main station in 
Newark* 


the cause of the accident, however, are 
purely speculative. 
While running at a 
speed said to 
have been moderate, the first coach 
left the rails and dragged those follow­ 
ing It over the ties for a distance of 
fifty 
feet. 
Suddenly 
swerving 
the 
first 
two coaches plunged 
over the 
side of tile bridge into the w ater be­ 
low. 
The third coach struck an abutt- 
mont, broke its couplings 
and for n 
brief time hung suspended 
over the 
water. 
Brief as was this period, h o w ­ 
ever, it gave more than a score of pas­ 
sengers an opportunity to escape by 
the rear door. 
Then the car slid off 
and followed the other two into the 
water. 
It is believed every one in the 
third coach escaped alive, although all 
were injured 
The 
accident 
was witnessed 
by 
many persons on shore and assistance 
was promptly sent from Atlantic City. 
Little could bo done, however, towards 
saving the lives of those imprisoned 
In the submerged coaches. 
W ater at 
the point where the train plunged in 
was not deep 
enough to cover 
the 
coaches at first but as they quickly 
settled iii the mud and as the tide rose 
they were soon hidden from sight ex­ 
cept 
for the trolley 
poles. 
Divers 
were sent 
down to try to 
reach the 
dead 
bodies in 
the coaches 
but as 
darkness set in and as the tide ran 
more .swiftly they were unable fur a 
long time to reach them.

Mem bers of the Royal A r t ille r y Band 
Perished. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 29.—The Italian 
quarter of this city was plunged into 
grief at the news of the Atlantic City 
accident. 
Tile Royal Artillery band, 
the m em bers of which resided here, 
were passengers on the 111 fated train. 
Nearly 
all ot them are 
reported to 
have been drowned. 
W ith his right foot crushed, Tasca, 
leader of the Royal Artillery band, re­ 
turned to his home iii this city. 
“The victims 
were drowned 
like 
rats 
in a trap,” 
he said. 
"No 
one 
screamed th at I heard. 
The second 
car 
piled on tho 
first and our 
car 
turned on its end, and only part was 
covered with water. 
We were thrown 
in a heap in the front part of the car, 
which was the part in the water. 
As 
soon as I got to a window that was out 
of til*, w ater I kicked the glass out of 
it. 
My foot got caught 
in a part of 
the wreckage and I was held a prison­ 
er for what seemed a long time. 
As 
I was about to give up hope a man ar­ 
rived with a rope, and by hard pulling 
some of tin' survivors got me free.” 
Carl 1). Annunzion, a member of the 
hand who returned to this city, said 
"everyone in my car could have es­ 
caped if they had not fought one an­ 
other.” 
John Curtis, conductor of the train, 
has also reached this city. 
He said 
he was in the second car of the train 
when the accident occurred,
